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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

Claims 1 and 17 have been amended and claims 21-25 have been newly added. 
Claims 1-12, 17-19 and 21-25 are now pending. 
Claims 13-16 and 20 have been cancelled. 
The response filed March 31 , 2006 presents remarks and arguments to the office 
action mailed January 04, 2006. Applicants' request for reconsideration of the rejection 
of claims in the last office action has been considered. 

Applicants 1 arguments, filed March 31 , 2006, have been fully considered but they 
are not deemed to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from 
previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections 
are either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being 
applied to the instant application. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 12 and 19 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21-25 are allowed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-11 and 17-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

This is a written description rejection. 

A lack of adequate written description issue arises if the knowledge and level of 
skill in the art would not permit one skilled in the art to immediately envisage the product 
claimed from the disclosed process. See, e.g., Fujikawa v. Wattanasin, 93 F.3d 1559, 
1571, 39 USPQ2d 1895, 1905 (Fed. Cir. 1996) (a "laundry list" disclosure of every 
possible moiety does not constitute a written description of every species in a genus 
because it would not "reasonably lead" those skilled in the art to any particular species); 
In re Ruschig, 379 F.2d 990, 995, 154 USPQ 118, 123 (CCPA 1967). 

The written description requirement for a claimed genus may be satisfied through 
sufficient description of a representative number of species by actual reduction to 
practice, reduction to drawings, or by disclosure of relevant, identifying characteristics, 
i.e., structure or other physical and/or chemical properties, by functional characteristics 
coupled with a known or disclosed correlation between function and structure, or by a 
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combination of such identifying characteristics, sufficient to show the applicant was in 
possession of the claimed genus. See Eli Lilly, 119 F.3d at 1568, 43 USPQ2d at 1406. 

A "representative number of species" means that the species which are 
adequately described are representative of the entire genus. Thus, when there is 
substantial variation within the genus, one must describe a sufficient variety of species 
to reflect the variation within the genus. The disclosure of only one species 
encompassed within a genus adequately describes a claim directed to that genus only if 
the disclosure "indicates that the patentee has invented species sufficient to constitute 
the gen[us]." 

Applicant has not provided a description of the structure of a representative 
number of compounds nor a description of the chemical and/or physical characteristics 
of a representative number of compounds nor a description of how to obtain a 
representative number of specific compounds. 

In other words, the Applicant has not described with sufficient clarity a microtubule 
interference agents, topoisomerase inhibitors, alkylating agents, thymidylate synthase 
inhibitors, irreversible steroidal aromatase inactivators, anti-metabolites, pyrimidine 
antagonist, purine antagonists ribonucleotide reductase inhibitors, and kinase inhibitors. 

Employing these agents as listed above are not described nor exemplified and 
does not provide written description of such agents. For example, there are numerous 
kinase inhibitors, surely not every kinase inhibitor will effect the instant compound of 
formula I in a synergistic or at most an additive way.
